4. Claims 3-8 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-2 of U.S. Patent No. 5877767. Although the 
conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because both 
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show displaying the desktop icon, selecting it, launching or utilizing a browser, accessing a web 
site associated with the icon. Also, receiving the icon via the internet or email is quite common in 
the art. 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this Office 
action.
